Mr. Lewis says: "I have the honor to 
bring to the notice of the Department 
of State the fact of an extraordinary 
movement among the Mohommedans 
' the Nigritian regions, 
extending 
om Timbuctoo to the west coast. 
It 
ai>i)ears that in 1880, a Mandingo, 
i.med Samuder, of extraordinary in- 
telligonce 
and 
energy, 
conceived 
the 
idea 
that 
he 
was 
called 
God 
to 
wage 
a 
war 
for 
the suppreasion of Paganism and the 
opening of the roads to the coast, 
which in ccrtain districts have been 
for generations subjected to excessive 
blackmail and to the plundering of 
vagabond tribes. 
During the last five 
years he has collected an army, consist- 
ing of foot and horse, of about 100,00C 
men. 
Mohammedan youth, wherever 
he goes, flock to his standard, anxious 
to secure the reward in the hereafter, 
promised those who fight for the relig- 
ion, and to carry off the rich spoils of 
time, which these expeditions that bat- 
tle for the faith are sure to win. 
It is 
said that 
Samuder's army is divided 
into three portions; one is operating 
near the head waters of the 
Niger, 
This portion recently drove 
certain 
French troops from the gold regions 
of Bonrse, of 
which they had taken 
possession, and are now 
besieging 
Bammaks, a large town on the Niger, 
occupied three years ago by the French, 
wlio have erected fortifications there, 
Another portion of the army is oper- 
ating in regions east of Liberia, and by 
suppressing the disturbing elements, 
unfettering trade, and introducing a 
knowledge of religion and letters, is in 
one sense opening the way to negpro 
immigration and intelligence to push 
out from the Africa-American Bepublio 
to the healthy and fertile regions of the 
interior. 
In another sense it is fore- 
stalling the whole rel^ion for the Mo- 
hammedans, and making it difficult, if 
not impossible, if, indeed, it is desir- 
able, ta «onveri thai 
cwiaataj to th» 


faith imported from America by the 
immigrant& 
The third portion of the 
army is approaching the coa'^t a few 
miles northwest of Sierra Leone. 
It 
has secured the submission, by force or 
by voluntary surrender, of all the tribes 
on the way for five hundred miles back. 
The largest and most important pagan 
kingdom on this side the Niger, was 
Sodima, of which Talaba, a large com- 
mercial city, was the capitaL 
For the 
last sixty years the Fulch Mahomedans 
have been trying by diplomacy and by 
arms to subdue this city to their faith, 
but it has always successfully resisted 
both diplomat and warrior. 


Last year Samuder's army in great 
numbers surrounded it, and called up- 
on the king to surrender and profess 
Islam. 
This he refused to do. 
The 
town was^then invested,Iand after a ter- 
rible siege of five months the King as- 
sembled the royal family and chiefs in 
his powder house and informed them 
that he could hold out no longer, as 
his resources were exhausted, but, hav- 
ing for more than two hundred years 
belonged to the ruling element, he was 
determined for himself, rather than 
come under Islam's rule, to die. 
He 
gave his family theijr choice, either to 
die with him, or go out of the town 
and give themselves up to the enemy. 
They decided to die with him. 
He 
then set fire to the powder and they 
were all blown up. 
This ended the 
Scolima power, which for more than 
seven 
generations 
had 
influenced 
the trade 
and 
politics 
of 
exten- 
sive districts, and 
had commanded 
the principal highways to the coast. 
Another very important achievement 
of this army is the destruction of the 
Hinboo i>ower, an irrepressible organ- 
i/ation, which for thirty years has been 
a source of annoyance and loss to cara- 
vans parsing from the interior to the 
coast. 
Samuder gave orders to attack 
them in their mountain strongholds, 
which ««til then had proved inaccessi- 
ble to the neighboring forces. 
They 
were surprised, their chief, Abal, was 
eaptured and decapitated, and his arms 
and legs, severed from the trunk, were 
sent to the various countries whose 
jwople had suffered from his predatory 
aud murderous proceedings. 
The Hin- 
boos are described as renegade Faulaks 
m rebellion against the King of Tim boo. 
The roads have now been cleared of 
these thieves and murderers so that an 
unprotected child, or 
female, is now 
safe in the district 
This war will not 
be without a salutary effect upon the 
American commerce, for there is, in 
that country, ingress for 
American 
productions, and many of the articles 
produced by the people are valuable 
in American trade. 
Samuder's forces 
are now but a few miles from the coast, 
northwestof Sierra Leone. Its purpose 
now is to deal with the Temuch and 
Sherbro 
«oun tries, 
whose 
constant 
wars keep the marantime regions in 
such a state of ferment that often the 
caravMis have struggled through ob- 
structions for hundreds of miles. 
They 
find their greatest difficulty among the 
coast tribes, and often fall victims to 
tbe latter."

Queen's letter, was given huddle place 
in the line. 
Twenty-four horse wagons 
were laden with women dressed in 
deepest mourning.

Following the 
wagons were 
about two thousand men on foot.
